of old pianos In the Human mubcuin 
at Hlldoshelm, Germany. Dating all 
the way from the end of the seven- 
teenth century, the collection exhibits 
In a \cry Instructive way the primi- 
tive origin uf piano manufacture, and 
gi\es one an idea of the simple instru- 
ments used by our greatest music com- 
posers. 


Thu oldest Instrument on exhibition 


is a small clavichord of the seven- 
teenth century, possessing 3-1 tones 
with 'M two choral bound strings. An- 
other of equal antiquarian value bus 
four full octavos—-a oue chord Italian 
spinet, built at an angle and possess- 
ing a rich and beautiful tone for sing- 
ing accompaniment. The strings are 
rifted with pointed crow quills. Both 
Instruments date from the time of 
Handel, Bach ajid Uluck. 


One Instrument was made In the 


tirst half of the eighteenth century 
nnd Is a bound clavichord of 4% oc- 
taves, 5B tones and 40 strings. There 
IB also an instrument from tho second 
half of tin; hast century which pos- 
sesses C'/i octaves. 
The last two are 


supplied 
\vlth strings tipped with 


brass, and their immediate followers 
were the hammer pianos of 1700, used 
at the time of Haydn, Mozart nnd Bee- 
thoven, and even by Mendelssohn, Bar- 
tholdy, Chopin and Franz Liszt during 
their youth.—Chicago Hecord.
